F. Calwert, a bookkeeper Hving at 
Broadway and Dickson street, testified 
that he saw the racing buggies going 
south, and, as they cume back, he saw 
two policemen and a man in citizen’s 
«clothes on the west side of the street. 

As the buggies came _ rapidiy north, 
Calvert heard the police say: “Here they 
come; line up,” and saw them range 
themselves across the west side of the 
street. 

As McAuliffe approached them. ore 
policeman fired in the airs a few sec- 
end= iater the policeman in the middle 
of the row of three fired point blank 
with an oath and McAuliffe fell. 

Calvert says he was almost opposite 
MecAuliffe’s buggy when he fell out of 
it, and ran to bis assistance. 
second buggy. and that it continued 
north after the shooting.

An interesting development of the inquest 


was the location of the man or men in the 
bugry that was racing with that occupied 
by McAuliffe. John Munson. a deputy 
sheriff living at 1419 Cass avenue. says he 
Was in the second buggy, that he was very 
drunk, and that he was accompanied a 
part of the time, earlier in the evening. by 
“Paddy McNichols and: part of the time 
by ‘‘Jeters’’ Galleghcr. He says neither of 
these men was with him at the time of the 
shooting. which he claims he did not wit- 
ness, as'his horse had started to run away 
with him. 

Munson's testimony, if substantiated, 
would entirely disprove the police  ihecry 
that McAuliffe was shot by one of the men 
whe were in the buggy boiiind him. Ile 
says that while ii? was ‘: Magan’s atoon 
someone told him his horse wae walking 
away.

Postmaster Raumhoff, it is sald, feels re-

| concerned with the charges recently pre- 
ferred against him, and according to well- 
defined information he is determined to 
make a clean sweep of the ‘‘disloyal’ ones. 

The Post-Dispatch has heretofore called 
attention to the numerous cashiers at work 
in the St. Louis postoffices. 

These positions Baumhoff says are 
created with the sanction of the Wash- 
‘ington authorities. Within the last few 
days the postmaster has made his pri- 
‘wate secretary, J. Harry Bracken, a 
| cashier in the money order division and 
Pearse his pay from $1800 to $2200 a 
year. 

' The position had been held for a num- 
i ber of vears by H. L. Skidmore, whose 
salary was $1700. 

Skidmore has been transferred to one 
of the stamp windows. 

This move. it is believed, means that 
Skidmore will eventually be removed 
or, at least, transferred. 

When the 8t. Louis postmaster desires 
to dismiss an employe it is said that he 
very seldom discharges him outright.

Against Transit Co. 


TOLD TO TAKE “CAR AHEAD” 


Messrs. Griffin and O’Neill Remained 
in Their Seats and Told Other Pas- 
sengers to Do the Same. 


Assistant City Attorney John M. Carney 
issued a summons Friday morning against 
the Transit company on evidence submitted 
by W. D. Griffin and Edward O'Neill of 
the House of Delegates, showing that the 
company was violating the city ordinances 
in the running of its cers. 

Delegates* Griffin and O'Neill secured 
their evidence against the Transit company 
Thursday. afternoon, while traveling on a 
Broadway car in search of cases against 
the company. 

According to Delegate Griffin they board- 
ed a Broadway car at Market street, going 
south. iAt Osage street the conductor told 
his passengers to get out and take the 
“car ahead.’’ He said his car was going to 
turn in. 

Mr. Griffin told two others persons in the 
car who started to comply with the con- 
ductor’s order to keep their seats. 

They told the conductor to at least fur- 
nish them with transfers to continue south 
on Broadway. This the conductor refused 
to do, and when the two delegates insisted 
on their rights, he ran to the company’s 
office nearby and brought out the clerical! 
force. 

As soon as it was discovered that the 
insistent passengers were members of the 
House of Delegates committee to invest!- 
gate the Transit company’s running syster'. 
the conductor immediately gave transfers 
to the gentlemen and also to the other pas- 
sengcers on the car. 

The summons will be served on the street 
car company as soon as possible. The law 
requires that five days’ notice be g g'n to 
the party or corporation on which the sum- 
mons is served before théy have to appear 
in court.

Side railoads, and that as a result 
bridge arbitrary which ihivttles St. Louls 
commerce does not rest evenly on all 
shippers, as heretofore stated in the Post- 
Dispatch, is further proven by the state- 
ments of W. F. Funston, president of 
Funston, Bro. & Co., commission met- 
chants, at 109 North Main street, and of 
Alphonse de Figueiredo, assistant general 
manager of the St. Louis Transfer Co. 

In the following statement Mr. de Figue- 
iredo describes the contracts his company 
has with the Bast Side railroads, declar- 
ing that they are upheld by the reports. He 
denies that the transfer company shows 
any favoritism among shippers, under nor- 
mal conditions, handling their goods alike. 

Mr. Funsten recites an experience to the 
contrary. He says that the Illinois Central 
Railroat Co. advised him to have the Bt. 
Louis Transfer Co. handle*his freight be- 
cause they could do it cheaper that any 
other, but that when he asked the transfer 
company to do the work its agent refused, 
giving no other reason than that Funsten 
Bros. & Co. never patronized the St. Louis 
Transfer Co. except when it had to. 

Mr .Funsten further says that the bridge 
arbitrary bears unevenly because in some 
instances the railroads pay it, whereas the 
shippers are required to in others. 


Transfer Company 
Agent of Railroads. 


Alphonse de Figueiredo, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis Transfer 


Co., was asked by the Post-Dispatch 
Friday whether the company had con- 
tracts with the east side railroads by 
which it could deliver freight to con- 
signees in St. Louis at 2 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. 

He made the following statement: 

“The St. Louts Transfer Co. is the 
agent of every railroad having terminals 
in East St. Louis. The St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co.'s freighthouses are _ receiving 
stations for every one of these rail- 
roads, It is the collecting and transfer 
agent for them in St. Louis and a con- 
signee may pay his freigint bill to the 
transfer company's agents, including 
railroad freight and transfer charges. 

“Under its contret with the raliroaus the 
Transfer company will give a stoie-dovur 
delivery of ordinary freight rates to St. 
Louis at an average of 2 cents per 1” 
pounds. If such delivery is not desired Ly 
the consignee such St. Louis-rated freight 
is delivered without extra transier charge 
to him at the depots of the St. Louis 
Transfer Co. in St. Louis. This applies 
— to freight on which the rate is quoted 
to St. Louis, not East St. Louis.’’ 

“Is it not the fact, however, that con- 
signees are required to pay a transfer 
charge on freight from some points and 
not trom others?’ Mr. de Figueiredo was 
asked. 

“That is a matter with the railroads.”’ 
he replied. “As I said it depends on 
whether the goods are rated to St. Louis 
or Hast St. Louis.”’ 

“Does the St. Louls Transfer Co. have 
an exclusive contract with the railroads?"’ 

“I cannot say what the other companies 
have. As I said we have a contract and 
are the agents for all the East Side lines. 


Contract Tested 
in the Courts. 


“That contract has been tested tn the 
United States court, and anybody can see 
the decision of Judge Phillips on it. The 
railroads have a perfect right to make 
such a contract. They must have tneir 
ugents here and they must be sure (nut 
they are reliable and suvstantial. They 
Must protect incmseives in this respect. 

““Bince we hear this reiaUon to tue rail- 
roads it is OvVViOUSiy vUL of The questiun 
for us to refuse tv handle any o1 their 
business under normal condition. We can- 
not and do not refuse to receive 4 snip- 
ment or handie a shipment for any shipper 
provided ik is properiy prepared and cun- 
ditions are normal. If we did this the rail- 
roads would obviously quit dealing with us 
and get somepody else. 

“In times of tiood or strike or when af- 
fairs are otherwise enta:gled and in dis- 
organized shape we may reluse snipmenis, 
That is in effect an embargo, and things 
resume their normal shape. 

“Il want to say and i can prove that St. 
Louis gets as low or lower drayage 
charges as Chicago, and there 18 no coin- 
pluint heard there on the subject.”’ 


ABOLISH THE ARBITRARY 
IN FACT AS 1 NNAME. 


“T have noticed.’ saiu Mr. W. F. t uation, 
“that some of the papers, and even some 
of the commuitteemen who ure auvocaulsg 
a reform in the se. vice and practices of the 
terminal assuciation, are attaching very 
creat importance io a St. Louis bul of lad- 
ing. Now. whiie 1 am in tavor ol putting 
St. Louis on the railroad map to the extent 
of making it a termbual point in every biil 
of lading, where it suits the shipper or 
receiver of goods so to do. 1 am free to say 
that 1 will regard the fight as barren of 
satisfactory results unless it secures much 
more. 4” fac:. 1 cannet understand why 
there sfloeuld be so much talk abvut the 
Si. Lows vill of lading.’ 

“Do you think it is no disadvantage to 
St. Louls to receive and (io ship her goods 
in the name of another city, on the east 
side of the river?’ 

“No, not at ali. But our firm has never 
had any trouble in getting our gvods billed 
as frum SBSt. Louis. We get St. Louis 
biils of lading whenever we ask fur them, 
and if any o.her tirm fails to do the same 
it shows elther that the shipper faiis to 
ask for what he wanis, or that the rali- 
road compan.es do not accord equal faciil- 
tiles to uli patrons. But I believe that can 
be very easily remedied by ‘every shipper 
demanding the kind of Wil.ng he wants. 
Now that there is a fight, and a good 
one let it not cease, or even abate, till 
something substantial has been accom- 
plished. ‘he Post-Dispatch is right in in- 
sisting that not meieiy the name but the 
fact of thé bridge arbitrary be abolished 
There is no consistency whatever in tne 
attitude of the railroads controling the 
bridge. as I can readily show you from 
better illustrations than have yet been 
presented. I think that if the Terminal 
company, or the railroad companies, are 
to be permitted to collect at all, as a spe- 
clal tax on freight, the moneys they needa 
to operate the bridge and to fatten the 
Terminal surplus, then the should be 
compelled to make the tax uniform and to 
collect it from all shippers and consign- 
ees alike. If it requires $2.090,000 per year 
to operate the Terminal properties and 
satisfy thelr owners, and if that money 
is to be collected from patrons as a spe- 
clal tax, then the owners should not be 
permitted to say to one man, ‘Mr. Smith, 
you need not pay your share, because you 
et your goods from Kansas City, but 
Mr. Jones. you must pay, not only your 
share but Mr. Smith's, because you get 
your goods from New York. and because 
we have let Smith off on his assessment.’

“It will be promptly said that the terminal 
company does collect on Smith's freight, 
but collects from the railroad, instead of 
from Smith. But that is the merest sub- 
terfuge, inasmuch as the railroad’ com- 
panies are the terminal, and the terminal 
is the same as the companies. Smith does 
not pay for hauli his freight over the 
pesage. but Jones does. Since both haul- 
ngs have to be id for.

fourteenth to each road of what it would 
be were only one road to own it. There 
is no sense at all in an extra charge for 
pulling freight over that particular two 
miles of road. Moreover, the roads them- 
scives, in their daily practice. concede 
this fact. Look at this map of t.ue United 
States on the wall here. Here js a terri- 
tory west cf the Mississippi representing 
more than two-thirds of the surface of the 
country. Let’s take Texas. I can buy @ 
car of wool at Houston, for St. Louis, and 
can order it delivered to me in St. Louis 
via the Tllinois Central. The car traveis 
along the Southern Pacific to New .Or- 
leans, crossing the Mississippi once. Then 
it comes north across the Ohio through 
Cairo. Pinckneyville, and on sw St. Louis, 
where it crosses the Misske{gpi again. 
Yet not 1 cent extra is chared for cross- 
ing the river at New Orleans or at St. 
Louls. The through rate is just the same 
as if the car stopped in East St. Louls. 
Yet if a man in Cairo, through which that 
car came, wants that same road to carry 
a car of wool for him to St. Louis, he is 
told he must pay 2 cents per hundred to 
wet it across the bridge. ‘But,’ says Mr. 

an, ‘a car of the same goode passed 
through here yesterday to the same des- 
tination, and you didn’t charge any 2 cents 
on that for crossing the same river at the 
same place?’ Mr. Railroad responds calmly. 
‘Yes, I know, but we can't afford to haul 
this car at the same rste we did the other. 
It costs money to operate the bridge. and 
we have got to get it off of some of the 
freight." The same way on freight from 
the far Northwest brought in By the C. & 
A. or the Wabash. 


No Suggestion 
of a Charge. 


“Even where they take {t across the riv- 
er up north, then across to Forest, or to 
Roodhouse, Ill., and then down and back 


across the river into St. Louis, there is no 
suggestion of a charge for either of these 
river crossings. But if a man at either 
Forest or Roodhouse happens to want to 
ship an exact duplicate of that car to St. 
Louis, they tell him that they cannot afford 
to carry it unless he pays them 2 cents per 
hundred for one river crossing. My point 
is plain, I think, that those railroads do 
discriminate between one car and another 
car of the same freight, from the same 
point to the same destination, by injecting 
a charge of 2 cents per hundred into one 
man's Dill. and leaving it out of the other 
man's bill.” 

“So that your idea is, that the Business 
Men's Leugue committee should make the 
abolition of all bridge charges their ultl- 
matum?’’ 

“Not even then will the evils be chred. 
The Terminal company should be com- 

elled to abandon practices of favorit- 
sm which now exist, and which consti 
tute one of the most annoying forras of 
fyranny that ever a metropolitan city 
was subjected to. They are not con- 
tent with collecting a toll that ise disas- 
trous to trade, but they put require- 
ments on shippers and consignees which 
are outrages. J.et me illustrate: We 
have a great deal of our hauling be- 
tween St. Louis and East 8t. Louis done 
by the Columbia Transfer Co. The St. 
Louis Transfer.,Co., which is in close 
touch with thes rerminal system, does 
not like this, and it makes no effort to 
conceal the fact. A short time ago my 
partner, who is in the West, shipped a 
consignment of wool to us here, routing 
it by way of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, which meant, of course, that the 
cars would have to cross over into IIIl- 
nois before coming to St. Louis. When 
the consignment reached East St. Louis 
we were notified and were asked for 
instructions. We at first proposed to 
have the cars placed on this side, where 
we could unload them. The _ railroad 
company, however, suggested in a let- 
ter to us that if we would turn the mat- 
ter over to the St. Louis Transfer Co. 
that company would haul the wool to 
our warehouse at a cost to us of only 
2 cents per hundred. That looked like 
a good thing, as it saved us 2 cents 
bridge charges. I felt very sure, from 
previous experience, that the St. Louis 
Transfer Co. would not serve us as the 
railroad company thought they would; 
so I took a prominent member of the 
municipal assembly into my confidence, 
just to show him what a grip the Ter- 
minal monopoly and its parasites have 
on St. Louls commerce. 

“I nontifed the St.. Louis Transfer Co. 
that I had the wool coming and would 
want it hauled over to St. Louls.

Lburing his visit Butier told Dr. Simon 
that he had bought 40 new horses for the 
work of gurbage collection. 

“I'm very glad of it.’’ said Dr. Simon. 
“But the Board of Health will not stop 
its investigation of the garbage question 
for 40 horses. We expect to go to the bot- 
tom of it. J, for one, shall vote for com- 
pelling a daily collection of garbage, ac- 
cordnig to the contract. If the hauling 
company then insists on collecting only 
garbage that is properly placed it will rest 
with the citizens to place it.”

study of the law before the meeting at 
which Mayor Wells and City Counselor 
Bates wi.l be asked to tell about the al- 
leged ‘‘three-collections-a-week arrange- 
ment.”

Published Story Which Called Mr. 
Crow’s Attention to Senator 
Sullivan’s Misdoings. 


W. P. Sullivan of Billings, Mo., a2 mem- 
ber of the state senate, was convicted by 
a Cole County jury Thursday afternoon of 
soliciting a bribe from Whitney Layton, an 
independent baking power manufacturer, as 
stated in late editions of the Post-Dispatch, 

His conviction is the first as the result 
of the Post-Dispatch exposure of blood- 
ling in the Missouri legislature. 

On March 10, last, two weeks before the 
adjournment of t he iegisiature, the Post- 
Dispatch printed a story to the effect that 
a member of the senate had solicited a 
bribe from Whitney Layton. The story 
stated that this senator had offered to de- 
liver three votes tn favor of the repeal of 
the anti-alum bill for $4500. 

Attorney-General Crow immediately de- 
manded of the Post-Dispatch its authority 
for the charge and was promptly informed. 
As a result Layton was summoned before 
the Cole County grandjury and the indict- 
men and arrest of Senator Sullivan fol- 
low 

Attorney- -General Crow prosecuted the 
case with eo. although somewhat handi-

With practical unanimity the press of the country welcomes 
the School of Journalism, founded by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer. 

The notion entertained by many pewspaper men that actual 
experience is the only teacher is like the belief once prevalent 
among railroad men that the man who would become general 
manager must begin by twisting brakes or writing waybills. 
That old superstition was discarded when college men demon- 
strated their superiority over the ex-brakeman. In like man- 
ner the advantages of a liberal education jn journalism is seen 
in the lead taken in recent years by men whose mirids have 
been strengthened and sharpened by a college course. 

That this advantage will be augmented by a special training 

in a professional schoo] seems obvious. The school of journal- 
ism if justified by the logic which supports the law school and 
the medical college. 
* Most gratifying, however, is the confident belief of men best 
qualified to speak that the intellectual and moral standard 
of the profession will be raised by this school. Its influence 
will be felt by all newspaper men, whether they enjoy its di- 
rect advantages or not.

Therefote, Py first 
properly improving the Missourt end Mise 
sissippi river, by going to the head of the 
Missouri! and stopping the caving banks, 
continuing said work, on down until you 
reach the Gulf, that will cause the chan- 
nel to stay tn one place; then these rivers 
will cut owt and deepen themselves, then 
the banks will go higher and then the over- 
flowing ceases. Then, by all 
these tributaries into the Missourt and Mig- 
sissippi, by the time you reach St. Louls 
you have a large volume of water, end, 
with proper reservoirs in certain places 
on these smaller streams to prevent wast®, 
instead of as you now have it, you cas 
easiiy have 22 to % feet of water at least 
nine months in the year from St. Louls owt, 

But, good people, to bring to pass theses 
things, you must come together, organis®, 
appoint a good committee, head {t with the 
men who understand this problem, go to 
congress, point out the trouble and sug- 
gest the remedy. Have an act passed 
covering this case, ask congress for $3 *

work on these tributaries and lakes as it 
will be just adding multiplied millions more 
to the government and the people.

Seven high-class 
juveniles are carded to start here, and 
every one of them has a good chance to 
land first money. It is a Maginn handicap, 
and consequently more difficult of solution

The bookmakers should really have Mr. 


Maginn on their payroll, because they make 
more money out of his handicaps than out 
of any other race. Or the public schould 
subscribe to buy him an annuity, and they 
might then have some chance to score 
against the “bookies” oceasionally. As it 
is now they are “up against it’ strong. 
Rainland gets only two pounds off for 
running fourth last Tuesday. Ben Adkins, 
however, puts on six and Fenian three, 
and this should equalize matters. There is 
no doubt about Rainland being the best 
horse in the race, but there is a question 
as to his ability to win with 117 pounds in

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—In ROE. ote 
himself against serious and sensational 
charges, Secretary Hitchcock told an amaz- 
ing story of carelessness or worse in man- 
aging affairs in Oklahoma. 

First, he emphatically denied the charge 
that he and his Friends were profited by 
his refusal to pay dut money as’ urged by 
Lawton and other cities in the territory. 

‘The statement that the money is on de- 
posit with the Union Trust Co. Is false,’ 
he said. ‘“‘The assertion that I am a stovk- 
holder in that or any other trust company 
is equally false,"’ said Mr. Hitchcock to 
day. “Every cent of the money is in the 
subtreasury in St. Louis. It is there be- 
cause the law has not been complied with 
by the county commissioners of the thre 
counties of which Lawton, Hobart and 
Anadarko are the seats. 

, “The people of Oklahoma have put into 
office some of the most careless if not 
corrupt men I have ever encountered. 

“Contracts have been let for various pub- 
lic improvements. and fraudulent vouchers 
for fraudulent work done under the con- 
tracts have been received at this office, 
but they have all been disallowed because 
of the evidence of corruption. 

‘The result of the action of the Interior 
department is that many of the school- 
houses, tridges and other public works 
have been torn up. The contractors have 
not received a penny, and they will not un- 
til there has been an honest’ competition 
and the work honestly done. 

“TI went to Oklahoma in May. I found 
in one place a bridge that was supposed to 
have bean built upon stone abutmeénts, but 
the abutments conaisted of a shell of stone 
work. filled in with earth. 

“Another contractor agreed to build a 
bridge 19) feet long. Instead, he uilt it 
at a point where the river was only % 
feet wide, constructing it upon an Indian 
allotment. where he had no right to go, 
and where the public had no right to pass. 
The bridge will have to be built in another 
place. 

‘Lawton entered into contracts for water- 
works, but there was no water at the point 
the supply was supposed to come from. A 
courthouse was in course of construction 
when I visited Lawton: The foundation 
had been laid and the superstructure wis 
already eight feet up. The walls, how- 
ever, were already out of line because the 
foundations were laid in earth without a 
vestige of cement. I made the contractor 
raise it.’’

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—There was a sharp 
advance at the opening this morning, so 
sharp as to be a surprise even to those 
who predicted higher prices this morning.

“The magnificent gift of Mr. Pulitzer ts 
both timely and well conceived. The col- 
lege as we used to know it, where classics 
and only a smattering of other things were 
taught, has now given place to the mod- 
ern university, which includes not only the 
Classical course, broadened and enlarged, 
but gives also a training in law, medicine, 
theology, engineering, chemistry, architec- 
ture, pedagogy and other vocations. To 
this list of advanced and specialized work 
Mr. Pulitzer hus now added journalism. It 
it exceedingly fitting that this step should 
be taken in cennection with a university 
located in the largest city of our coun- 
try, and in which the greatest newspapers 
of the country are published, 


Made Ready 
for the Work. 


“It is the intention of Mr. Pulitzer, and 
his intentions will be carried out by the 
authorities of the University, that the men 
who will be graduated from the department 
of journalism shall not only be men trained 
to write upon the various topics of the 
day, but will also have received instruction 
in the mechanical and practical questions 
in the manufacture of @ newspaper; so that 
the graduates of the department of journal- 
ism will be able to take their place in a 
newspaper office in the same way that a 
young doctor is enabled to enter a hospital 
staff or a young engineer graduate is capa- 
ble of at once going into the fleld. 

“The newspaper of the present day has 
become so vital a part of the structure of 
modern society that there is unquestiona- 
bly a demand that the men who are to 
manage and write for newspapers should 
receive as full and complete an education 
to qualify them for thelr work as members 
of any other profession. This is what Co- 
lumbia—thanks to the generosity of Mr. 
Pulitzer—is about to undertake to do.’’
